Vorlshllov acknowledged "dreac

IN OCCUPIED PARIS 


GREAT 
ROUNDUP APPAR- 


ENTLY AIMED AT SOURCES 
OF GROWING PUBLIC UNREST

man police arrested 6,000 Jews In 
Paris today In 
a roundup of 
persons suspected 
of

German troops. 
The arrests were made In a 
single 
arrondisement of Paris, 


but the movement

spread to .other sections of the 
city. Even in unoccupied France 
police were sopping travelers on 
roads and examining their pap- 
ers but there were no arrests. 


At the same time it was learned 
that two men had been execuled 
by a firing squad for alleged par- 
ticipation In a communist manifes- 
tation against German occupation 
authorities. 
All approaches to each of the 


four quarters comprising the work- 
ing class eleventh arrondissement 
were blocked off and subway sta- 
tions closed to prevent any escape 
during the five-hour clean-up. 
French and German police then 


swept through the district, stop- 
ping all on Jhe streets, conducting 
house to house searches and going 
through identity papers. 


Those arrested included every- 


body who could not show he was 
an Aryan. 
Those arested were 


from about 17 to 50 years of age.

Albert R. Dawson, 23, aviation 


cadet receiving his primary flight 
training at Air Activities of Texas, 
was critically injured when his 
plane made a forced landing In a. 
cotton field on the Groggins farm 
about three and a half miles south- 
west of RichVand about 10 o'clock 
Thursday morning. 
Dawson was rushed to the P. 
and S. Hospital in a Sutherland- 
McCammon ambulance. He was re- 
ported unconscious and suffering

head, including a concussion and

home was Greenville, Texas, and

reporting to congress on his

laration of principles agreed 
upon there were to clear 
cut that they'would bo difficult 
to oppose "without automatically 
admitting a willingness to accept 
compromise" with Nazlism. 


These principles, the President 


added in a brief special message, 
also would be hard to oppose with-

"agree to a world peace -which 
would glv* to nazilam domination 
over large numbers of conquered 
nations." 


"Inevitably," Mr. Roosevelt as- 
serted "such a peace would be a 
gift to Nazilsm to take breath- 
armed breath" for a second war to 
oxtend the control over Europe and 
Asia to the American hemisphere 
Itself." 


Word Not Good. 


Mr. Roosevelt said It wa* per- 


haps unnecessary to "call atten- 
tion onco more to tha utter lack 
of validity of the spoken or writ- 
ten word of the nazt government,* 


He added that it also was un- 
necessary to point out that the 
declaration Included pi .necessity 
^*ih«* world -hned for freedom 'of 
<\J:iglon and freedom of informa- 
tion." He said: 


"No society of th* world argan- 


Ized under the announced princi- 
ples could survive without these 
freedoms which are a part of th«

for

the old law is fulfilled in Christ 
and His sacrifice. 
Nobody 
can 
master this book without a fresh 
sense of the central and supreme 


joy supplanting the fear in his face. 


That statute is to me one of the 


most impressive in the world. It 
conveys brilliantly the idea that all 
that is brutish in life; all the na- 
tive savagery of mankind, can be 
conquered only by the transform- 
ing Cross of the Crucified. 


Somehow, the Book of Hebrews 


appeals to me as sort of St. Gil- 
bert statute. From first to last it 
holds up the crucified Christ, as 
the supreme expression of God's 
covenant and of man's duty. Not 
totalitarian armies, but the gentle 
Galilean, is to win this war for the 
possession of men's souls. 


Some rather morbid persons re- 


gard the blood-letting of the bat- 
tle-fields as n price paid for the 
past sinning of the nations. They 
thus recognize the teaching of He- 
brews that "Without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission." 
But tho clear intent of the author 
is that it is by the shed blood of 
the crucified Christ that sins are 
remitted and souls saved. Not until 
tho world has discovered the Cross 
will it ever wear a crown of vic- 
tory.

lumbia University tells the 
food habits committee of the 
National Research Council 
that "there is no rural com- 
munity in the United States 
so poor that it cannot have 
an adequate diet/' But Q£ 
course many 
communities 


and individual families have 
anything but an adequate 
diet. 


Partly the difficulty 
is 


distribution. But largely the 
trouble is ignorance of food 
values. In regions where the 
family income is only $35 
per year in money, individ- 
ually 
owned 
books 
and 


magazines are out of the 
question, liberaries do not 
exist and demonstrations by 
government agents are be- 
yond the understanding of 
the people. 


The best hope in these 


cases is 
through 
school 


readers. Where these tell 
how 
to 
grow vegetables, 


how to keep pests out of 
the garden, how good milk 
is for the child, the news 
spreads to the parents, who 
ask the children to bring 
the books home from school 
and 
read 
them 
aloud. 


With 
the 
knowledge of 


what to grow and how to 
grow it, the diet may be 
greatly enriched with little 
or no money expenditures. 


But is is not only the ru- 


ral poor who need more 
knowledge of what foods 
are for growing children. 
City families with good in- 
comes, surrounded by mar- 
kets full of good foods, are 
often lacking in knowledge. 
Backbone in bringing chil- 
dren up with good eating 
habits has value, too.

a penalty 
of seven 
cents a 


pound, according to R. V. Davis, 
chairman of the Navarro County 
AAA committee. A recent amend- 
ment to tho AAA Act sot the pen- 
alty rate on excess cotton at SO 
per cent of the basic loan rate. The 
basic rate, which Is 85 per cent of 
tho parity price of cotton, was an- 
nounced at 14.02 cents a pound on 
Aug. 1, and automatically fixed tho 
penalty. Parity price of cotton on 
Aug. 1 was 16.40 cents a pound. 


Marketing quota for a farm is 


determined as it was' last year and 
is the larger of the normal or ac- 
tual production times the acreage 
allotment plus any carryover pen- 
alty free cotton. All cotton mar- 
keted in exces sot the quota is sub- 
ject to tho seven-cent penalty. 


White cards will be issued to 


producers, beginning Aug. 1 and 
continuing through Jull 31, next 
year, to producers planting within 
their acreage allotments and hav- 
ing no penalty cotton on hand. 
Red cards will be issued producers 
who 
have exceeded their allot- 


ments, have . carry over penalty 
cotton on hand, or -whose cotton 
acreage was not measured. 


Farmers planting within their 


acreage allotments may place their 
cotton under the loan at full rate, 
AAA officials 
have pointed out. 
Farmers knowingly exceeding their

SEPTEMBER CRUDE 
OIL MARKET DEMAND 


SLIGHTLY HIGHER 


WASHINGTON1, Aug. *l.—{/P)— 


The Bureau of Mines today fore- 
cast the September market demand 
for domestic crude oil at 118,800,- 
000 barrels, or 
3,980,000 
barrels 


daily. 


This was 20,000 barrels 
higher 


than the estimated daily demand 
for August and 7 per cent above 
the actual demand in September, 
1040. 


The bureau estimated September 


crude oil exports at 4,000,000 -bar- 
rels, against actual exports of 4,- 
260,000 in September last year. 


Domestic demand for motor fuel 


next month was estimated at 57,- 
500,000 barela, an increase of 10, 
per cent over the actual demand 
in the same month of 1040.

On Southern Front, 


On the southern front, Russia's 


great Black Sea port of Odessa 
was reported aflame, blasted by 
German artillery and Stuka dive- 
bombers. 
The German high command re- 


ported that Nazi troops storming 
toward Leningrad from the south 
had captured the ancient walled 
city of Novgorod, 100 miles be- 
low Leningrad, in bftter fighting 
against the Red army defenders. 


Only last night, Soviet dispatch- 


es declared that a showdown bat- 
tle for Leningrad was raging about 
Novgorod and that the town, sur- 
rounded by swamp* and myriad 
lakes, was admirably situated for 
a stonewall defense. 
The German high command, re- 


porting the swift fall of Novgorod, 
alsw announced the 
capture of 


Narva, 81 miles 
southwest 
of 


Leningrad, 
and 
Kinglsepp, 
the 


rail gate to Leningrad, six miles 
farther east,

Hitler's headquarters declared. 


In the critical battle of the "Uk- 


raine, the Germans reported that 
units of the Waff en SS. (Elite 
Guard) had seized the strategic 
town of Kherson, on the "West 
bank of the lower Dnieper river, 
thereby virtually sealing Red ar- 
my troops In the Odessa sector. 


Kainlnfc Havoc on Odessa. 


DNB, the official German news 


agency, said nazi siege guns and 
Stuka dive-bombers were raining 
havoc on Odessa, inflicting tre- 
mendous losses on Soviet troops 
awaiting embarkation on jammed 
quays. 
Great fires were reported 


j raging In many parts of the city. 


Amid this desperate plight of the 


Red armies in the Ukraine, uncon- 
firmed reports circulated in Eu- 
ropean listening posts that 
the 


Russians had opened or blown, up 
the great $100,000,000 Dnieper river 
dam, 
near Dnieperpetrovnk, In an 


attempt to stem the nazi onslaught. 


Built by-American engineers, the 


dam Is 200 feet high and was the 
world's largest hydro-electric plant 
before the construction of Boulder 
dam.

eper 
between 
Dnieporopetrovsk, 


and Kherson, which lies 20 miles 
above the mouth of the Dnieper.

grad, Soviet

Voroahllov admitted that the Ger- 
inans were attacking the city's 
approaches and dramatically called 
on the inhabitants to fight to the 
death. 


"Stand firm to the end," he «- 


horted. "Death to the bloody Ger- 
man robbers!" 


Reports from Helsinki aald Fin- 


nish columns fighting on the Ka- 
relian Isthmus had captured the 
towns of Vuoksenranta and Rais- 
ala, 65 miles from Leningrad. The 
capital of old Imperial Russia thus 
was under assault from three di- 
rections. 


Besides claiming the capture of 


three key cities In the main Lenin- 
grad defense ring, Hitler's high 
command annonuccd the "crushing 
defeat" and partial destruction of 
25 Russian division—about 357,000 
troops as well as two air-borne 
brigades in a K»'eat battle around 
Gomel, on the central front, mid- 
way between Smolensk and Kiev. 


The Germans said 
Red 
army 


prisoners taken in the battle, orig- 
inally listed at 78,000, had mount- 
ed to 84,000. 


The mention or air-borne troopi 


indicated that the battle was the 
same one previously mentioned by 
the Soviet army newspaper, Red 
Star, which said Russian counter- 
attacks supported by aerial troops 
had blasted the Germans out 
of 


three defense lines and recaptured 
five towna in a__3-day conflict.
